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FIRE DEATH ‘ NOT A 
RESULT OF STRIKE’ 


Stand-in crews attending 
flat blaze discovered body 


LONDON Fire Brigade has said that a man 
who died in a blaze at a flat in Hornsey 
while firefighters were on strike would not 
have been reached in time had industrial 
action not been taking place. 

Stand-in crews were called to the address in 
Oakfield Road at 9.52pm on Saturday - just before 
the four-hour strike ended at 10pm. 

But they were unable to save the man - who has 
not yet been named. His body was discovered in the 
ground-floor flat. 

Following the incident, which was attended by 
two fire engines staffed by privately contracted 
replacements, LFB said that the strike action had 
not had an impact on the way the blaze was handled. 

A spokesman said: “Based on early investigations 
into this death, it is not believed that the strike made 
any difference to the outcome. 

“It does not appear that either the contingency fire 
crews, or LFB’s own crews had they not been on 
strike, would have reached him in time and have 
successfully rescued him.” The spokesman added of 
the incident, which was over by 11.14pm: “The 
cause of the fire is under investigation”. 

The strike by the Fire Brigades Union was the 
sixth time that firefighters have staged industrial 
action since September 25. Further walkouts are 
planned on Christmas Eve and New Year’s Eve. 

It relates to a dispute between the FBU and the 
government over reforms to firefighters’ pensions, 
specifically how much they will be required to 
contribute, as well as proposals to change the 
retirement age from 55 to 60. 

During the four-hour period on Saturday when 
firefighters were striking, LFB located 27 fire 
engines across the capital. 

It received 88 calls in that time, with contingency 
fire crews responding to 14 incidents across 
London. Of those, four proved to be false alarms. 

The man’s death was the first fatality during the 
six separate periods of strike action.

Lipman gives 
her support to 
proposals for 
special school 
on the site of 
former pub

ACTRESS Maureen Lipman has thrown 
her weight behind proposals to turn a 
former pub into a school for children 
with cerebral palsy. 

The London Centre for Children with 
Cerebral Palsy applied in October to turn 
the derelict Green Man site, in Muswell 
Hill, into a state-of-the-art school. 

A special meeting of Haringey Council’s 
planning sub-committee will rule on the 
application tomorrow evening. 

Ahead of the meeting, Ms Lipman, 
who is a patron of the LCCCP, said: 

“The London Centre for Children with 
Cerebral Palsy has proved its worth to 
the community over many years. 

“It has helped hundreds of children to 
achieve the very best of themselves that 
life can offer. The time has come to help 
them to bring this much-needed support 
to thousands more” 

If approved, the work would see the 
nightclub unit at the back of the pub - 
which became a restaurant before 
closing - demolished. 

It would be replaced by a three-storey 
building housing the special school, 28 
flats and houses and a shop on the 


ground floor, as well as parking for bikes. 

Some 150 residents have signed a 
petition supporting the application. 

However, a number of objections have 
been lodged against the proposals, with 
residents of nearby Dukes Avenue 
concerned about the impact on the 
already limited parking in the area, as 
well as the increased traffic brought by 
the school and the flats. 

That is exacerbated by proposals to 
turn the Raglan Hotel, in nearby Queens 
Avenue, into flats. 

There are also concerns about the 
impact on the sewage system, that the 
development will look out of place in the 
conservation area where it will be sited 
and that emergency vehicles will have 
difficulty getting in and out the site. 

Opponents have said that the land 
should instead be used to expand the 
already oversubscribed Muswell Hill 
Primary School, which backs on to the 
site of the proposed development. 

Tomorrow night’s planning committee 
meeting, which will be held at the Civic 
Centre, in High Road, Wood Green, 
starts at 7pm.

Man is remanded 
on drugs charges 

A MAN from Tottenham has appeared in 
court charged with drugs and money 
laundering offences. 

Kamariddin Tulyaganov, 38, of Elmar 
Road, was remanded in custody at 
Southampton Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday accused of being concerned in 
the supply of cocaine and laundering a total 
of £70,000. He is due to appear at 
Southampton Crown Court on January 7. 

Tulyaganov, three other men aged 32, 28 
and 27 and a 23-year-old woman were 
arrested after more than 80 police officers 
executed four search warrants in London 
and one in Southampton on Monday evening 
last week. 

The four others arrested have been 
released on police bail until February 2014, 
pending further enquiries. 

Further arrests over 
anti-Semitic tweets 

TWO more men have been arrested on 
suspicion of inciting racial hatred after 
allegedly posting anti-Semitic tweets 
following a Tottenham Hotspur match. 

A 22-year-old from Wiltshire and a 
24-year-old from Croydon, south London, 
were arrested at their homes on Thursday. 

Haringey police officers were made aware 
of the messages on social networking site 
Twitter following Spurs’ Premier League 
game at home to London rivals West Ham 
United on October 6. 

Police previously arrested a 48-year-old 
from Canning Town, east London, on 
December 5 on the same charge. 

All three have been bailed to reappear at a 
north London police station next month 
pending further inquiries.

MORE than 100 turkeys were given 
out to residents in Edmonton as 
part of a church’s initiative to 
brighten up the festive period for 
hard-up families.

Flagship school misses

A FLAGSHIP primary academy that 
was once singled out for praise by the 
Prime Minister has failed to meet new 
government targets. 

Cuckoo Hall Primary School, in 
Cuckoo Hall Lane, Edmonton, is an 
academy run by the Cuckoo Hall Acad¬ 
emies Trust under the leadership of 
executive headteacher Patricia Sowter. 

Earlier this year, Mrs Sowter was 
lauded by Education Secretary Michael 
Gove, who said that “she runs schools 
better than the council”. 

However, latest figures reveal that 
only 54 per cent of Year 6 pupils at 
the school achieved a level 4 or 
“secondary-ready” standard in their 
SATs exams in reading, writing and 
maths this year. 

New guidelines issued by the govern¬ 


ment set the benchmark at 60 per cent 
of children achieving the grade. 

This year’s results are a stark contrast 
to last year when 86 per cent of the 
school’s pupils achieved level 4 in 
maths and English. 

Changes to the SATs exams this 
year saw a switch to a more 
complex testing regime, with specific 
emphasis on spelling and grammar 
which some educationalists have 
criticised as leaving pupils who do 
not have English as a first language - 
54 per cent of Cuckoo Hall’s pupils - 
at a disadvantage. 

The school issued a statement which 
said: “Much has been made in educa¬ 
tional circles about the challenges that 
the new method of SATs testing posed 
for this year’s Year 6 pupils, particularly 
for those who do not have English as 
their first language. 

“While this is true, and indeed we 


have a high percentage of such 
pupils, we are not citing this as a 
reason for Cuckoo Hall’s disappointing 
performance.” 

Instead, the school attributed the 32 
per cent drop to “a small number of 
staff members...opposed to the ethos 
and direction of the Cuckoo Hall 
Academies Trust Board who left the 
school at a critical time.” 

The statement from the school 
adds that other teachers and supply 
teachers were used to cover the special¬ 
ist SATs teachers who left. 

But it added that the timing of the 
departures meant “we were unable to 
fully make up the ground”. 

The statement adds that a new 
headteacher and two deputies have been 
appointed and: “We are confident that 
our current Year 6s will achieve the 
strong SATs results in 2014 that 
Cuckoo Hall has become known for.”

Plan to freeze council tax for fourth year running

COUNCIL bosses have started consulting 
on required savings over the coming 
financial year as the government’s 
austerity programme continues to bite. 

There are plans to freeze council tax 
for the fourth year running, which means 
the local authority will have to absorb a 
£6.9million cut, the result of an expected 
two per cent reduction in funding that it 
receives from central government. 

Enfield Council has started consulting 
its scrutiny committees and local area 
forums on the 2014/15 budget. 

Last year’s consultation concluded that 
residents prioritised adult social services, 
road maintenance and cleaning, 
waste collection and children’s 
services, while leisure and parks 
made a sharp drop in importance. 

Discussing the local election year 
budget plans, Andrew Stafford, cabi¬ 
net member for finance, lamented the 
fact that while central government 
expenditure is up ten per cent, council 
funding is down eight per cent 
compared to 2010 levels. 

Mr Stafford said: “It is quite clear 
who the government expects to carry 
the heaviest burden of austerity. 


“We can’t just keep cutting our budget. 
At one point services are going to be at 
breaking point.” 

In April it will have been four years 
since Chancellor George Osborne out¬ 
lined what for Enfield has meant a total 
of £80m cuts - a 27 per cent reduction in 
revenue - in his 2010 Comprehensive 
Spending Review. 

Terry Neville, the council’s 
shadow member for finance, 
said the authority should 
look at placing home¬ 
less families outside 



the borough, where rents are cheaper, 
and look at outsourcing or sharing with 
other boroughs the management of 
council housing, to bring down costs. 

“Making these savings is not going to 
be easy,” he said. “But it is quite clear 
that the government’s economic strategy 
is working. 

“The civil service is awash with waste. 
It is very easy to be uptight about 
these cuts and get the violins 
out, but the reality is that if 
you are efficient then you 
can better deliver these effi¬ 
ciencies without affecting 
front-line services.” 

Mr Stafford added: “The 
impact of welfare reform has 
been huge in terms of other 
councils moving people into 
Enfield and putting pressure on the 
housing market. 

“And it is taking money out of 
poor people’s pockets - money that 
would have been spent on high 
streets in Enfield. We are clearly 
not all in this together, as the gov¬ 
ernment likes to say.” 

In February, the cabinet will decide 
on final budget measures, which will 
have to be ratified at a meeting of the 
full council.

Thousands back call for 
increase in health cash 


A PETITION signed by 
thousands of Enfield residents 
calling for an increase in 
funding for health services was 
delivered to NHS chiefs in 
central London yesterday. 

Members of the Enfield 
Over-50s Forum, which lobbies 
decision-makers on issues 
affecting the elderly, handed the 
petition, with 6,268 signatures, 
to Paul Bennett, delivery director 
for central and north-east 
London at a meeting of the NHS 
England board. 

The body, which oversees 
budgets for primary care and 
clinical commissioning groups, 
decided yesterday on the 
framework for future funding 
allocations. 

Monty Meth, life president of 
the forum, said Enfield’s 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
which commissions health 


services in the borough, requires 
a ten per cent increase on its 
£341million annual budget. He is 
also calling for a doubling of the 
£12m Enfield Council receives in 
public health funding from the 
Department of Health. 

Currently, the council receives 
£36 per head, compared to £62 
in the neighbouring borough of 
Haringey and £126 in Kensington 
and Chelsea, in west London. 

Mr Meth said: “It is good that 
NHS England for the first time 
is taking into consideration 
population growth, deprivation 
and health inequalities. 

“While CCGs can only get a 
maximum increase of five per 
cent, I certainly hope our 
petition will help achieve that 
for Enfield.” 

Exact funding allocations for 
2014/15 will be announced in 
January.

Husband gets life 
for wife’s murder 


A MAN has been jailed for life for 
repeatedly stabbing his wife before 
deliberately driving over her body 
as she lay on the ground outside 
their home. 

A jury at the Old Bailey found 
Minta Adiddo, 38, of Morris Court, 
Enfield Island Village, guilty of 
murdering Akua Agyeman in a jeal¬ 
ous rage on November 5 last year. 

And on Monday, Judge Brian 
Barker QC ruled that Adiddo, who 
had admitted manslaughter and 
denied murder, must serve a mini¬ 
mum of 17 years behind bars. 

Adiddo claimed he had “lost 
control of himself” on the night in 
question after the man he believed 
to be having an affair with his wife 
had held a gun against his head and 
threatened to kill him. 

However, on Friday, the jury 


found that his actions had been 
deliberate and sustained. 

Adiddo, who was jealous of the 
affair he believed his wife was hav¬ 
ing with a neighbour, launched a 
frenzied attack with a kitchen knife. 

She tried to flee and escaped on 
to a grassy verge outside their flat. 
But Adiddo pursued her, repeatedly 
stabbing her until the kitchen knife 
he was using broke in two, and then 
drove over her. 

Mrs Agyeman was alive when 
paramedics reached the scene, but 
she was paralysed from the neck 
down and her injuries were so 
severe that she died in hospital two 
months later. 

Adiddo was arrested the day after 
the attack when police officers 
found him in the car, still wearing 
blood-stained clothes.

At this seasonal time, we can reflect 
that our capacity to work together in 
Enfield, put others before ourselves and 
reach and sustain cohesive societies form 
the bedrock of both success and peace. 

Christmas is a fun time, for family and 
friends, eating turkey and giving and 
receiving presents.

R R M B backwards?” That was the 
question my friend Roy, an 
Over-50s Forum member, put to me. 

He asked it having seen the Waitrose 
collections for Enfield Foodbank and 
local homeless and the Tesco meal 
collections for people in need, and 
read that 27 per cent of children - 


3.5million - are living in poverty in the 
UK today. Add to that the result of an 
Age UK survey showing that 450,000 
people aged 65 and over expect to 
spend Christmas on their own and 76 
per cent of 1,000 GPs questioned in 
another survey said that between one 
and five patients come to them every 
day complaining of loneliness. 


So, I could see where Roy was com¬ 
ing from and I couldn’t fault his think¬ 
ing that times seem harder now for 
many families than they were when we 
were lads in the 1930s and 1940s. 

There didn’t seem then to be the 
wide disparity of incomes and wealth 
between neighbours that exists today. 

We can’t turn back the clock - this

materialism is a fact of life. But 
Christmas is not just a time for spending 
- it is a time for giving, too. 

Some recent words from Archbishop 
of Canterbury Justin Welby are, I think, 
worth repeating. Speaking of giving at 
Christmas, he said: “Be generous in a 
way that shows love and affection rather 
than trying to buy love and affection. 

“Save up for the Christmas budget, 
be sensible, don’t put pressure on your 
finances - don’t make your life 
miserable with Christmas.” 

This reinforces a message I learned in 
my Bethnal Green boys’ club, that what 
makes the world a better place is its 
people, not possessions.

I CAN’T remember when I stopped 
believing in capitalism, but I can 
tell you exactly when I stopped 
believing in Father Christmas. 

It was Christmas Eve, 1953. My dad 
was helping me to write an important 
note. “Dear Father Christmas,” it began, 
“please bring me a toy dumper truck”. 
This took me about half an hour. 
Then dad said I should add the words, 
“if not, a tip-up lorry”. I was puzzled 
by this - surely Father Christmas had 


everything in his sack! But I duly added 
those words. You can guess the rest. A 
tip-up lorry was what I got. 

It was all a bit suspicious, even 
though Santa did manage to find the 
glass of whisky we’d left out for him. 

We baby boomers were the first gen¬ 
eration in Britain who grew up expect¬ 
ing expensive Christmas presents as a 
right. Our parents wanted to give us a 
childhood utterly different from the 
poverty they themselves had known. 


Those Christmases helped to turn us 
into little capitalist pigs! 

Belief in God soon went the way of 
belief in Father Christmas, but I’ve 
always loved Christmas carols and the 
Bible readings in the carol service. 

Carols, like all songs, have their histo¬ 
ries. The First Nowell signalled the 
Christmas truce in 1914 when British 
troops sang it in response to Es 1st Ein 
Ros Entsprungen from the German 
trenches. And we owe our most popular 


carols to two socialists - Ralph Vaughan 
Williams and Percy Dearmer, who 
collected and arranged so many of them. 

A carol service always makes one feel 
the power of religion - the music, the 
language, the sense of togetherness. As 
Karl Marx said, religion is the sigh of the 
oppressed, the heart of a heartless world 
and the soul of soulless conditions. 

Anyway, a Merry Christmas and a 
Happy New Year - to Marxists and 
non-Marxists.

VILLAS-BOAS SACKED 
BY RUTHLESS SPURS 



Moving on: Head coach Andre Villas-Boas was axed by Tottenham Hotspur following Sunday’s crushing defeat at home to Liverpool

THE search is on for a new head coach at Totten¬ 
ham Hotspur after Andre Villas-Boas was sacked 
on Monday. 

Villas-Boas was relieved of his duties in the 
wake of the humbling 5-0 defeat at home to 
Liverpool the previous day - just three weeks 
after Spurs had been humiliated 6-0 at Man¬ 
chester City. 

However, they do remain seventh in the Premier 
League table and Villas-Boas’ win percentage of 
54 in the league is the highest of any Tottenham 
manager in the past 20 years. 

But, with the club having spent more than 
£100million on new players in the summer to off¬ 
set the departure of star man Gareth Bale and 
with chairman Daniel Levy demanding Champions 
League football, the board decided that the time 
was right to make a change. 

A statement on the Spurs website said: “The club 
can announce that agreement has been reached 
with head coach Andre Villas-Boas for the termi¬ 
nation of his services. The decision was by mutual 
consent and in the interest of all parties.” 

Tim Sherwood, Chris Ramsey and Les Lerdinand 
have been placed in caretaker charge of the team 
ahead of tonight’s Capital One Cup clash against 
West Ham. 

Villas-Boas had vowed not to resign following 
the Liverpool defeat, but he admitted that their 
form in the league was not as good as he would 
have liked. 

“I won’t resign and I’m not a quitter,” he said. 
“Regarding my position, it is not me that decides. 
I can only work to make things better. 

Our run is magnificent in the other competi¬ 
tions, but not in the Premier League - that is the 
reality we face. Our slip-ups at home haven’t 
allowed us to be in a better position. 

“We are to play a quarter-final with West Ham 
in the League Cup and we are in the last 32 in 
the Europa League where some big, big teams are 
as well. 

“But our form in the Premier League is not 
there. Things are not going as we expected, as we 


wanted, and it’s normal that the frustration is there 
from everybody. Our ambition to win trophies is 
still the same and our ambition to qualify for the 
Champions League is still the same.” 

Sunday's clash saw Liverpool dominate from 
start to finish against a Tottenham side who did 
not manage a single shot on target and who had to 


play for much of the second half with just ten men 
following the dismissal of Paulinho. 

Luis Suarez continued his spectacular run of 
form by scoring twice, with Jordan Henderson, 
Jon Llanagan and Raheem Sterling also on target. 

“Things didn’t go our way,” Villas-Boas said. 
“Liverpool deserve credit for the way they came 


out strongly. We had difficulty with their pressing 
in the first half and went two goals down, deserv- 
ingly so because they were on top. 

“The way we came back into the game in the 
second half was our brightest moment until the 
sending-off, which I think was harsh. That was the 
killer blow for the game.” 


Talented duo make the move to the Skolars 


Borough have to settle for a point 


RISING stars Matt Bradley and 
Courtney Davies have both signed 
for the London Skolars as their squad 
continues to take shape ahead of the 
new rugby league season. 

Half-back Bradley arrives from 
fellow Championship One outfit 
University of Gloucester All Golds, 
having made 14 appearances for 
them last season, kicking 29 goals. 

Having gained representative hon¬ 
ours for England Students rugby 
league and England Colleges rugby 
union, Bradley was named in the ini¬ 
tial Italian training squad for the 
recent World Cup and played for 
Italy in their European Shield game 
against Russia. 


He said: “I have had three very 
enjoyable years at Gloucester and 
playing week in and week out in 
Championship One was a great 
experience for me. 

“However, the chance to move to 
London and play for Skolars was too 
good an opportunity to turn down 
and I have been very impressed with 
[head coach] Joe Mbu’s plans for the 
team. I can’t wait to get started.” 

Fellow half-back Davies, 19, has 
made the move to the Skolars from 
the South Wales Scorpions. 

He started his rugby league career 
at Neath Port Talbot Steelers in their 
junior set-up and went on to play for 
the now defunct Celtic Crusaders and 


then the Welsh Rugby League-run 
Scorpions Academy. Davies made 
his senior debut for the Scorpions 
in the 2012 season - the same year 
in which he captained the Welsh 
under-18 side. 

Mbu said: “While we have lost a 
couple of key players from last year, 
I have had the opportunity to bring in 
two very talented young players who 
already have experience playing in 
our league. 

“I believe they will prove to be 
very valuable additions to the squad. I 
was impressed by their desire to not 
only relocate to London but also to 
improve as players. I believe I can 
offer them that platform.” 


HARINGEY BOROUGH were unable to 
take full advantage of a dominant first- 
half display as Saturday’s Essex Senior 
League clash at FC Romania ended in a 
0-0 draw. 

There was little to choose between the 
sides during an even opening 45 minutes 
of few chances, but Borough did have 
strong penalty appeals turned down when 
Dean Fenton seemed to be caught by a 
defender in the box.
